Uechalf of the Olisrrvatory that, “like 
every other ecientifie institution of the kind,” 
it declined to uceept the respousibility of 
using the forecasts of other institutions 
[Colonial Seeretars’s lettor of the 10th 
September to the Chamber of Commerce}. 
But the report of the Sub-vommittee of the 
Chamber re Storm Warnings effectually dis- 
posed of this objection by suggesting that, 
when “offered, weather forcecasta should be 
received from other obsorvatories and 
cohkshel spoke. adh aanpadsters ond 
there would not bo any nonessity fur the 


local Observatory to accept any respon- 


sibility in respect to the correctness of the 
forecast. We must confess to being unable 
to understand the policy of the Hongkong 
Observatory, as initiated and still continued 
by Mr. Dossnrce. Mariners travelling 
between this and neighbouring ports are 
Uissatieficd with the meteorological in- 
formation given cut here; . and the 
two most prorinent obsergatories in the 
neighbourhood. complain of the luck of 
‘courtesy shown them by Hongkong. 
There may be some explanation forth- 
coming. But we cannot find one in the 
long correspondence now for the firat time 
collected together in the appendices to the 
repyrt of our Chauber of Commerce. 
Nothing apparently bas been gained by the 
attitude of the local Director of the Obser- 
vatory, while Hongkong, in one particular 
direction, is suffering frum a bad reputation 
on the ground both of efficiency and of 
manners.

That is, after on experience of stovou yoars, 
during whick.compulsory measnres have boon 
tried and abandoned, snd tha policy su gested 
by the Plague Commiscion tested and fonnd 
wontiny, plague is infinitely more deadly than 
at avy timo during the septeuninl period, The 
Sanitary Commissioner dismisses thesedeplurable 
figures with s more banal summary of the resulta, 
But the time has passed. when this indifferent 
attitude can be amaintained.. The modifiod 
plagne policy has beon fairly tested, and it has 
completely, hopeleaily, and misorably foiled, 
Yet medical inspections aro maintained which 
do not orrest tho sprusd of plegue, because all 
tho eollectorates in the Peosidency wore affected. 
Dilettante preventive measnres aro undertaken, 
which spparently exercise no-effect. in prevent 
ing the development of the pest, because it 
grows yeorly more deadly. So far as can be 
judged from results, oo retarn at: all is soured 
from the large sams still annually exponded upon 
plague measures, or for tho incouvenioncy and 
discomfort involved in thoirexecution, In these 
cizenmstancos an imperative cago is madeout for 
a complete re-examination of the plagua policy. 
pursved, both in the mofossil and in Bombay: 
and if inquiry in tho light of modern experience 
reveala no direction in. which the plague grant 
can, be more profitably expended, it would be far 
better to devote the motey now spent upon 
abortive measuresto the permanent improvement 
of the insanitary conditionein which plague and 
other diseases breed. These remarks find their 
strongest support in the report of the Sanitary 
Commissioner. Wherever he toured, Colonel 
Clarkson seems . to have found the 
same conditions prevailin ig—daplorable sanitary 
rrangements and no money available for their 
improvement, ‘Thus at Kelyan scarcely any- 
thing in this way has been done for the past 
twenty years; “suggestions bave been mado 
before. It is little use repeating them, as T am 
informed that the income of the Municipality 
will fall short of the expenditure.” At Satara

Wo sailed on 
a house beat-belonging to the FPreuch Consul 
of Lnngeban, kindly lent to. ua for the 
purpose, The rico amounting to 244,068 
eattios wos carried in seven cargo-boats. It 


d | had been our expectation before coming to 


Kwai Un to load rive in 10,000-catty boats, 
but the mocossary numbor of vessols for this 
parpose was not available, I may plso that the 
special trackors, promised (I undorstood) to. Mr. 
Clomonti, were not provided at any point 
throughout the whole route, nolthor had Mr- 
Fletchor hoard anything of this matter. Tho 
Magistrate cont twonty soldiers to escort us to 
Wangehau and they wero distributed among 
the seven rice-boats, A start was made at 2.45 
p.m, on the 9th Juno, A few minor accidents 
rogulting in tho loas of considerable tine deloyed 
us ot various points.on tho way. 

Wo reachod Waugchau on Wednesday, Fnac 
17th, ot 6.0 a.m. ond sontour curd 
to the Yomen, but learnt thatthe magistrate 


We arrived at. Nim’ Houng on Thurwlay, 
Juno 18th, at noon, Four soldiers prosented 
thomaolyes to say that the Wangchau mazis- 
trato hod left fora village some distance uway 
andhad sont them .to act as escort to Wing 
Shun. On enquiries, found that magistrate had 
not sapplied them with sufflciont rico for 
journcy, and regarding 9s ridicalous an escort 
of four soldiors for eight boats, declined tho 
escort and gave soldiors onr cards to produce 
as proofa thal they had communicated the 
magistrate’s message to us. ; 

Woarrived at Wing Skun, Sunday, June 
Qlat, at 9.45, a.m, and here wo” ware very 
to, mest Mr. ‘Hinkey. Ho 
informed ua that Mr. Worship had already 
jeft for Wuchow, and - ho also conveyid 
tha ‘information that for soma weaks the 
gontey of this place hnd been dietribating rice 
gruel overy day to abont 1,000 people, iuclid- 
ing men snd women; that tho porlions 
given out the previous doy had been: very 
small* and he’ thorefore thought thoy had 
reachal nearly dhe oud of their resources. In 
company with him wo visited the distribatiug 
centro and wore glad to notice that the genoral 
condition of tho peoplo was much better than 
in Kwai Ping, We had a conferences with the 
gentry. They wera heartily in sympathy with 
our suggestions to distribute unboiled rice 
instead of gruel, and to do so overy third dey 
in minimum portions of 12 oz, (Chinese), aud 
giving two or moro times this quautity accord. 
tag to the pronaing nature of the individual's 
neod. ‘In conference with Mr. Hinkey wo 
decidad to leave 50,000 catties hora on behalf of 
United States Consn!, Later in tho day we 
had an interviow with the magistrate, at. which 
sovoral of the gentry also were prosont. They 
seomed to be in hearty sympathy with our 
object and promised an escort of soldiers up to 
Nanning: : 


In consultation with Mr, Hinkey it: was 
thought advisable. that either Mr, Mackenzie 
or solf romain to avsiet Mr. Hiukey, who had not 
yet ony exporionoa in the distribution of famine 
relief, Accordingly it was decided that Mr. 
Mackonzie remain for tho present, Ia ordor to 

| obviate any delay, 1,150 catties of rica wore 
immediately transferred from ono boat. to the 
moat heavily laden junk, moking ber tatal cargo 
50,035 catties, and she was left at Wing Shon, 
the remaining six rice-boate leaving the follow- 
ing morning at daybreak en route for Naaning. 
‘At Wing Shun Mr. Hinkey kindly loot me his 
eolportaur, who is familiar with the district, for 
the journey to Nanning, 1 found him most 
useful, Reached Ling Lisame evening at 545, 
‘With colportour walked through the destroyed 
village to the ono behind; now recognised. (I 
understand) by namo of Ling Li.. All the elders 
wore away at market, Spoke to several people. 
They cxsured us they had sufficient rica to last 


till harvest, due ino mouth, Colporteur und self 


both felt that the people were muol afraid we 
“ badcome totakeaway thair country,” so did not 
wish any counection with us, Roquested one, 
householdand othorpoople whom womettoinform 
the elders of our arrival on thoir return this 
evening and ask them to coma to boat to se0 me. 
Afterwards had conversation with some , people 
living in temporary premises on baukk of rivor and 
found tlint therewere several necdy cascaamongst 
them, Elders did not come during the evening. 
Next morning as timo was moat precions and I 
wished to hurry on, J asked: all) tha ‘needy 
people to come down for rice at daytight. 
Comparatively. few respondad, whilst many sat 
higher np on bank of river watching operations, 
bat seemad quite indifferent to veveiving rico. 
Gave cut G00 cattios, presenting each porson 
with 10 catties,. then loft. ‘I could not, fect 
justified in consiguing.rice for free distribution 
to irresponsible people. ae : 
Arrived at Ch'eusg T’ong same day at 1230 
p.m, first rice-beat ‘moo ing at 3 p.m. (Rico 
boats progressed much more slowly thaif boat 
on which I was travelling). With colporteur 


went to visit leading gentlumen “£ the place, ! & 


but with the exception of two, Messrs, Man and 
Bun, they were all away ou pudlio business, 
and would not be back for two or three days. 


Had conversation with these g-ntlemen, who |% 
referred to’ Mz; Clementi’s visit’ and seomed 


Gisappointid to hear be was not with me. They 
‘informed nie that Ch‘eung T’ong itself was no 
longer needy, as the Bret rico was new matured 
and was being consumod, but in tho villages 
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was not quite ready. They requeitod’ 10,000 
catties only, and ‘assured “me that would ‘be 
sufficiont. X auggoated to them, as they had 9 con- 
yonlent contre, that they adopt’ the practica at 
Kwai Pong of distributing ovory threo daya ond 
giving unboiled rice. Twolve oz. (Chinexa) to be 
the minimum: portion and up to threo cattios 
according to noed. ‘They promised to aiopt 
this suggestion and to send me rogolarly a 
roport of the -work done.. They expressed 
thomsolves as quite clear on three dotails ovor 
which I feared thore might ba misanderstand- 
ing, vie. :—(i) The rios-was for free distribution 
only, not for cheap sale, (ii) It is to be dis- 
tributed unbolled.. (iii) That the responsibility 
for, and oxpenss of carrying up. from, boat is 
thoir business, Unloaded 14,000 catties and 
sot siil at 5 p.m. 

Arrived noar village ‘called Cham Pau Hu at 
6 p.m, on opposite side of river from Ch’oung 
Tong. Tho pooplo callod to oxk for help, 
Wout, into the place aud found it ino yery 
dilapidated condition, The people were ovident- 
ly in need, ‘Some other villages were diatant 
two and three miles, Porsuaded them to sond 
mossongors and inform them that rico was hero, 
for the necdy only; Next morning, ‘Thursilay 
June 25th, at 6 a.m. ‘distributed rico to people, 
from this village, on rivor bank, 2,200 cattiog, 
giving to each person about 15 cattios, Gave to 
old gentleman from small placo across tho way 
consisting of twenty souls, 210 cattios for dis- 
tribution, Afterwards people from villages in 
Chan Pan Tun, sent to last ovoning, arrived, 
onriver bank, They numbered 45, but Irading 
mau gave mo detailed Huts of over one hundred 
poople, Did not feel justified in goving ont, 
rica recklessly, xo handal to them for distribu- 
tion 800 catties. Loft thia plucg at 8,30 
am, and two hours Inter ss we neared o 


sandy boach on right hand river bank, saw o i 


nuinber of people assombled, They informed 
us thoy wore from a village eallod Ngan Win. 
Caused poopla to sit down im order. Thoy 
numbered abvat 100, Distributed to gach ono 
in measures holding thirteon cattios, aud gave 
in all 1,550 catties. , t . 

Reached Po Min at 2.0 pm...  {Vith col 
porteur wont to Shin ‘Itong. and saw fivo of 
tho Jexding. membors and most influontial 
paople of the town. “Phey said that matters 
wore Yory bal, tht 1,500 peoplo had been 
daily revolving ‘“vicagrucl daring the two 
months they fad boen distributing, bat that 
the people who were reilly in need of rico were 
yory.many move, Harcest was not duo for 
‘twonty days at lewst, ‘They promised ta sco to 
‘distkbation in the different villages on their 
side of the river, but told me plainly they cantd 
not undertake any pluces on the north” bank, 
Dacided to give them 40,00 catties, At the 
Shin T’ong also bad conversation with gentle- 
mon frum villages on north side of river, Garo 
6,00 cattite to San Chhin (large place) 
1,810 to Kum Ting, No Sn and No Tap (very 
small places) aud 200 eattics to T‘am Huug. 
Finished woighing by dark." 

Thoy undoretood clearly that rico was (i) For 
for dinteihmion .. Gi) ‘That porteragi” from 
frice bouts was their business, (iii.) That no 
deserving person was to be refused help, irres- 
poctive of what bis native village might bo. . . - 
, Left P’o Mui at dawn on, Friday, June 26th. 
At 8.30 um. old gentleman came iu boat with 
six others from village oo North bank, named 
Bhonng Chiu, to crave help, Population now 
one hundred odd, A few poopls bud food, 
Crops had bem destroyed by xobbers and’ some 
peoplo killed, A tow had died of starvation. 
Gave thein 8110 eatties, s 

Reached Leaiy Hiug.at 12.30 pm. Visited 
men of the mubicipali y with colporteur. “They 
said there wore several poor and ucody people 
in thoir village, and that in the vicinity tue 
villages were excoedingly nerdy. Offered to gO 
atonce to somo of them to.s00, -No one was 
willing to accompany me to point ont tho way, 
‘Yook this as an indication thoy wore rather 
afraid I would find the placoa not so needy as 
they bad represented, Found that the village 
of Leung Hing itself was in very Loic condition. 
Basiness sosmed good, the shops were voll 
atocked, the people healthy und strong in appear- 
wnce. On way,back told the very necessitous to 
come down to. boat, A-compuny was soon 
gathered together and to them distributed 400 
oattica and set sail for Nanning at 2.39 pan. 

Reached Nanning at 7 a.m. Saturday, Juno 
27th. Called upon the Un Magistrate, wbodidnot 


appear much interested iu the object for which> 


Thad come, tuld tho conditions hore were not 
60 bad ond tho villages could not bo reached oven 
by soldiers on sceount of robbers, Requested 
him to lend mo a horse and o few soldiers and I 
would visit villages aud investigate. He pro- 
mised to sea the Taota? about this mattor, a he. 
could not say anything before doing so. Neither 
could he promis moo placo for the storage of 
rice before consulting him. Wonld let me have 
on anawor noxt day.

Ch’eung Tong and:caino to express thanke for 
the rice givon out there; the fourth man was 
from Ling i and came to bog. for rice for 
that place and district. Ho was not present 
when I called ond explained that the sooming 
indiffaronce of the poople was vaused by fear: 
Thoy havé' boon completely cowed lately in 
consequence. of the raids of robbora and the 
eventual burning of their village, and they 
dared not. entor into any transaction with mo 
for fear of conseqnences, although their circnms- 
tances wore worse than those existing olse- 
where, Even rico-bowls many of the people 
did not possess. He assured mo thot thore 
wore at leust.in tho thirty villages of that 


district about 900 peoplo without ‘food, ‘and | 


without the hope of nny for threa months, a9 
the first crop had not boon planted owing to 
the lack of rica. .Gavo him 20,' 00 
catties, Later in the day o geatleman 
named Lu Lang Kwong cate from Lo Lin to 
ask for rice for that distciot, 
told mo that this place was in jreat distress, 
It iv five miles inland from Luang Hing, avd 
had the people thoro shown groater willinynoas 
to help in reliaving distress I would possibly 
have left rico for this place and district there, 
Mr. Hinkey hnd montioned to me a gontloman 
named U Fa Ai, o native of Lo Lin, an honest 
and responsible man. This g.ntloman called 
upon mo yestorday, but as Thad not thon sean 
tho magistrate felt £ could not on the instant 
promise him anything ond: requested him. to 
wait. till evening for an answor. ‘This gentle- 
man named above came in his stead to-day, ag 
Mz. U could not remain longer in Nanning. 
In No Lin district thore’are 39 ‘villages with a 
population of 3,000, all of whom are neaiy. 
tice is due in about o month. Gave him 
10,000 catties, , 

During the day the Ua ond the Wai magis- 
trates came tosee me. ‘Tho latter hnd conducted 
Mr. Clementi trom Kwai Un to this place on 
tho occasion of his visit two months ago. Tho 
Uninformed me thst the Suctai was very 
ploased I had coms to distribute rice and wished 
to extend his aincore thanks to, the Hongkong 
Committeo for thair genorons contribution of 
rice. The Wai Un seemed to bo woll informed 
of tho state of affairs hore, and told mo thot 
had it not been for the promigo.of rico made 
by Mr, Clomenti tho distribution of grne) would 
‘havo ceased at tho eu) of the fourth Chinese 
month, but, in conasqnono of that promisa tho 
Kwongsi Shon ‘Long had continued ' to’ givo 
during the fifth months ond the Kwangtung 
Shin Tiong was now distributing for this, the 
interealary fifth month. The poople were in 
oxpectation of this “ English" rice ond would 
de disappointed if they did not aow recoive it. 
Ton days he thought would bo sufflciontly loag 
for distri‘ution in tho city itself. 

Tho offitials seomed ‘greatly opposed to my 
going into the country to investigate at present, 
offering as their reason the bad condition of tho 
roads and the presence of robbers, They pro- 
mised to send mombors of the gentry oleas into 
the more ilistant villages to enquire and make 
full.liste o8 to the numbers of the destitute. I 
hope to seo the greutry to-morrow and to arrange 
asystem for tho distribution of uaboiled rice 
to the people'of Nanning and immediate neigh-. 
pourhood, X hope to arrange it on the Kwai 
Péng systom. ‘Khia distribntion will befor the 
people living within walking distance of the 
distributing contre. The investigations of the 
gentry above referred to are limited to the places 
boyond ensy walking distances, j
